ENGINE SMOKED 


Mr. Williams hnd noticed 
the 
engine smoking, so he broke the 
circuit at the switchboard serving 
two town circuits, throwing part 
of the city in darkness. 
He then 
shut off the engine. 
While 
the 
motor was slowing, he 
walked 
forward to switch on lubricating 
oil pumps, a customary procedure 
when an engine is shut off. 
The engineer 
was 
near 
the 
end of the diesel when a terrific 
roar and sheet of flame burst from 
it. 
Ho found himself lying by the 
switchboard. 
His 
arms 
were 
burned, and his ear was skinned 
by the impact against the switch­ 
board. 
Alone in the building

to 
stagger outside and call for help. 
Charles Harrison, another

Acts of 1938", says R. ML Evans, 
newly appointed national ndmin-

“In 1938 the 
program was not available until 
after all of the winter wheat crop 
had already been planted 
and 
farmers were ready to plant other 
crops. 
For 1939 
farmers 
will 
know well ahead of time 
what 
the program offers them and they 
can make their plans accordingly. 
In 1938, even though they did not i 
know their 
acreage 
allotments 
until late in the planting season, 
cotton, corn, and tobacco farmers 
demonstrated 
that 
they 
could 
cooperate on a national scale to 
adjust their operations to the na­ 
tional and international situation 
facing their crops. Now, for 1939, 
it will be possible for all farmers 
to take full advantage of the na- j 
tional program”. 
The completed program is now 
ready to present to farmers, and 
meetings for this purpose are to 
be held throughout the country 
during the next few months 
in 
order that all farmers may have 
the necessary information well in 
advance of the 1939 crop planting 
season.
